Squier immediately set about to rebuild 
his manufactory, and in a few months 
hud a 920,000 mill erected on the same 
sight of'the old one, and on last Thurs- 
day night it was discovered on fire, and 
in a short time was in ruins.

was only 80,000 insurance on the build- 
ing and contents. Mr. Squier has the 
sympathy of his old neighbors and 
friends in the hour of his adversity.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 6.— 


The President's message is ready to 
tiansmit to Congress to-morrow. It is 
by no means an ordinary message, but 
is more pointed and forcible than any 
one Gen. Grant has written. 
It deals 


largely with the condition of affaire in 
the South, and while expressive of 
great kindness of feeling and good will 
for the South, it treats of the disorders 
and outrages which have prevailed 
there in unsparing terms, and declares 
that the results of the war as embodied 
iu the Constitution and laws passed to 
give effect to constitutional provisions 
must be observed, and that so far as 
the government can properly interfere 
obedience will be enforced. 
The utter- 


ances upon this subject are of a most 
decided character. In regard to Louisi- 
ana, the President says that the ques- 
tion of interfering by military power in 
the affairs of the South has'always been 
one of extreme delicacy and great pcrj 
plcsity, and he would gladly have beet 
relieved from the necessity of any ao 
tion in that direction. 
But whenever 


the question has arisen, it has been his 
aim to gather as much light as possible 
OD the subject, and then act from the 
convictions received from the most 
careful study he could give the subject 
As to the facts of the election in 
Louisiana, he docs not believe they can 
be ascertained. 


He believes there was fraud on both 


sides, and doubts whether either side 
was fairly elected ; but all things con- 
sidered, he has concluded that Kellogg 
had the best claim to government recog- 
nition, and having so declared he could 
only stand by the position to which the 
government had been committed. 


In regard to Arkansas, the President 


simply sttys that he has been urged to 
send troops into that State, ou account 
of existing troubles, but that he has 
seen no reason why he should do so 
when the time for the assembling of 
Congress was so near at hand, and 
while Congress was inffestigating the 
whole subject through one of its com- 
mittees. The President admits that in 


number of Southern States the people 


litwc had much to complain of .on ac- 
count of corrupt government and iucffi- 
cicut aud dishonest officials, and, so far 
as is within bis power, he will not fail 
iu .correcting such matters. But he 
sees in these cvila no excuse for the 
disregard 'of law and the rights of per- 
sons and property which, unfortunate- 
ly, has been disgracefully frequent. 


Specie payment is urged

stronger terms than in previous messag- 
es, and by additional arguments,though 
10 time is designated. The repeal of the

The President announces that the 


Virginias matter is piogrcsiing in a 
satisfactory manner, and is likely to be 
settled, as in the case of England, by 
icr capita payment of indemnity for all 
Americans captured and shot. No dif- 
ficulty is anticipated with Spain in re- 
gard to this matter; but in considering 
ho Cuban question, the President uses 
'ery plain and most emphatic language, 
tie refers to the cruelties practiced and 
o the horrible. condition of affairs in 
>he island as of such a character as will 
lot longer submit civilized nations to 
ook on in silence or inaction. The in- 
surrection has been suppressed so long 
as to give rise to grave doubts of the 
ibility of Spain to put it down. 
The' 


President goes farther than in uia last' 
meiss*ge,«nd bis treatment ofthe subject 
will surely be regarded as threatening 
by Spain. The continued existence of 
,Uvery in Cuba, the only spot in Chris- 
tendom where it now exists, is com- 
mented oo in terms of severe condem- 
nation. The pro-shmry element in the' 
slund is described as constantly array- 
ing itself against and defying the home 
government, committing acts of oppres- 
sion, and maintaining Sagrant abuses in 
spite of that government, and only aim- 
ng to strengthen the claims of slavery 
under the profession of loyalty to Spain. 
The island is being exhausted, and all 
acts done are in violation of every prin- 
ciple of justice and right which gives 
nobility of character to a nation.
